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FIRST DAY. 
House of Representatives. 
Wednesday, June 12, 1895. 

At noon, the Senate and House of Representatives of the Repub- 
lic of Hawaii met in Joint-Session. The President then entered 
the Hall of the House of Representatives and delivered the fol- 
lowing address: | 


It has been advisable to convene the Legislature in Special Ses 
sion at this time in order that the regular legislative function 
of the Government should be established at an early date and the 
temporary legislative authority of the Executive und Advisory 
Councils be thereby terminated; and also for the enactment of im 
portant legislation relating to public lands,and sub-marine cable 

communication between the Hawaiian Islands and North America. 

The annual reports of the heads of the several excutive depart- 
ments required by law to be submitted to me, which are herewith 
transmitted, furnich a comprehensive view of the administrative 
work covering the last three months of the existence of the Pro- 
visional Government and the first three months of the Republic. 

Since the establishment of the Republic of Hawaii, on the 4th 
day of July, 1894, the following powers have recognized the new 
Government in the order named: 

The United States of America, France, Switzerland, Mexico, Rus- 
sia, Italy, Belgium, Guatemala, England, Germany, Japan, The 
Netherlands, Chile, Peru, Brazil, China, Sweden and Norway, Aus- 
tria, Spain, Portugal and Denmark. 

Our relations with these governments are of the most friendly 
character. l 

The internal affairs of the country have, with the exception 
of the insurrection of January last, been in orderly and prosper- 
ous condition. The insurrection was suppres.ed without serious 
difficulty, the outlay incident thereto, with the expenses of 
the military court following the outbreak, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to something over $90,000, being paid out of current 
funds. 

The state of the public health has been normal. 

While the annexation of this country to the United States of 
America has not yet been accomplished, it still remains the pol- 
icy of the Government. Its consumation will be earnestly sought 
with an abiding faith that such a resul: will be full of great 
and lasting benefits to our people. 

In view of the fact that a large part of our permanent popula- 
tion is in a measure prejudiced, both in ite chances of enjoying 
the comforts and beneficial influences of domestic life for want 
of homes, and lands for cultivation under secure title; and also 
in view of the evident need of the country for a class of small 
land-holders, owning and cultivating their respective holdings | 


as a basis of national prosperity and a desirable factor in our 


political growth, I commend to your consideration a liberal pol- 
icy in the adminitration of public lands, whereby industrious 
persons with small means may have special opportunities of acqui- 
ring permanent holdings, and the disposition of large tracts of 
land for sale or for lease on lon terms, shall be discouraged. 

The Crown Lands, being now at the disposul of the Government, 
it is the part of wisdom as well as of patriotism to make provi- 
sion in the legislation necessary to their proper management, for 
convenient facilities for the settlement thereon, as well as on 
the original Government lands, of industrious persons, 

Such legislation may well fix residenc~ on or improvement of 
lands, or both, as a condition of title. And inasmuch as many of 
our population are not skilled in the accumulation and retention 
of property, a provision where those desiring to do so should 
have an opportunity of acquiring inalienable homesteads would be 
of great value to them as well as to the state. 

For want of a land policy heretofore, carried out in TEE R 
favoring such a settlement of public domain, the difficulties o 
acquiring small holdings have been almost prohibitive to persons 
of small means. The Homestead law of 1864 made a beginning and 
has furnished valuable experience, but it is inadequate to the 
work which is now demanded from social, material and political 
standpoints. The following figures are expres:ive of the state 
of land matters in the past, and are significant rather of the 
want of facilities in obtaining Government land especially out 
of Honolulu, than of want of a demand therefor. 

During the year ending, July 4th, 1894, there were thirty-cight 
Government land sales, aggregating $20,590.15, of which thirty 
were lands in Honolulu and vicinity, aggregating $18,061, and 
only eight were of land in all the rest of the islands outside of 
Honolulu, and aggregating #2,529.15. Durin; the past year, from 
July 4th, 1894, to the present time, there have been twenty-one 
Government land sales, aggregating $14,260.95, of whom fifteen 
were sales of lands in Honolulu and vicinity, aggregating $11 , 958, 
and only six of lands in other parts of the islands, aggregatin,; 
$2,302.95, Of the fourteen lands out of Honolulu sold by the 
Government during the last two years, eight were under one hun- 
dred acres each. 

A bill elaborating such a land policy as outlined above will 
be submitted to you by the Minister of the Interior. 

The foregoing recommendation in regard to the public lands is 
suggested, not only in relation to residents, but also as an in- 
ducement to the immigration of a desirable cléss of settlers from 
America and other countries, the importance of which is fully 
treatcd in the report of the Labor Commission on the Coffee in- 
dustry to the Executive and Advisory Councils. 

The subject of immigration has had the earnest and continuous 
consideration of the Government. 

Asiatic immigration to Hawaii is mainly of a transitory charac- 
ter, experience showing that it cannot be relied on for permanent 
population. It must, therefore, be looked upon as l#rgely in the 
nature of a temporary supply of the demand for agricultural labor 

It is greatly to be desired that, while the current and necess- 
ary demand should be met, the securing of a permanent addition to 
the population, which will in time obviate the necessity of con- 
Stantly importing new laborers, should also be kept in view. 
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With this object a reneval of Portuguese immigration has been 
inaugurated by the Government, and one shipment of 730 persons 
has arrived. 

The Government will be unremitting in its endeavors to farther 
promote the immigration of permanent settlers of a character 
Suitable fcr the building up of our population. 

One of the matters to which I would especially direct your at- 
tention is cable communication with the outer world. Until such 
communication is secured, Hawaii must remain isolated. To do 
everything within our power to establish such communication is 
and must continue to be one of the chief items of Hawaiian policy 
until it is accomplished. This has been the policy of the Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii in the past, but in a passive form. We have 
been content to grant franchises and privileges and to promise 
subsidies to various private citizens, trustin:: to their energy 
and enterprise to meet the expenses and do the necessary prelimi- 
nary work. 

Much time and money has been spent in this way, but so far with 
out tangible result. 

The day has gone by when te should await the initiative to pri- 
vatecapital in a matter so vital to the political and commercial 
interests of this country. The initiative in such an enterprise 
should be assumed by this Government and the work persistently 
pressed until success is achieved. 

The Government has kept itself informed of the various sugges- 
tions and plans for establishing cable communication across the 
Pacific during the past year, and should stand ready to assist to 
ae full extent of its powers any enterprise having shat end in 
view, 

From the information in the possession of this Government, how- 
ever, while there is much evidence of awakened interest in the 
subject, on the part of all the countries bordering on the Paci- 
fic, there has not yet been proposed any plan which seems certain 
of early execution unless some new force comes into the field 
of action. 
© One of the main obstacles in the way of the initiation of such 
an enterprise is lack of definite knowledge of the character of 
cable needed, its cost, the running < expenses and the probable 
revenue, All of this information can be more or less definitely 
obtained at comparatively small cost. The Government should be 
empowered to procure the same and to enter into negotiations wits 
with other governments or persons to secure the carliest possi- 
ble action in this matter. You will be furnished with all of the 
information in the possession of the Government concerning this, 
subject, and a bill will be submitted to you, which, if enacted 
inte law, Will enable the Government to move in the matter. 

The Minister of Finance will lay before you a supplemental ap- 
propriation bill for the expenditures, which I commend to your 
attention. 

It will be the duty of each House of the Legislature to elect 
five members of the Council of State, according to the provisions 
of the Constitution. I suggest that this duty be performed with- 
out urmecessary delay, as the termination of the functions of 
the Advisory Council make it desirable that the Couneil of State 
be selected as carly as possible, 

“The first meeting of the Legislature of the Republic is the 
signal for the retirement of a body of men whose work is a vital 
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part of the history of ihe Provisional Government and of the 
first year of the Republic. I refer to the Advisory Council, 
vhich with the Executive Council has formed the legislative estute 
of the Government for the past twenty-nine months. Changes have 
taken place in the personnel of the Advisory Council, but the 
brave, patriotic spirit vhich characterized it at ite first or- 
ganization has never left it. The first meeting was held on the 
afternoon of January I7th, 1893, the last a few days ago  I52 
meetings in all. These men have served withoul pay, at great 
personal inconvenience and yet have never been found wanting. 
Besides the large amount of legislative work accomplished, the 
debt of the Executive Council and the country to them for good 
and fearless advice and support can never be estimated or paid. 
The memory of their services will remain, I believe, in the 
councils of the Republic, a permanent influence of pure and in- 
corruptible patriotism. 

I qongratulate you that the first exercise of the legislative 
function of the Republic through its duly elected Legislature, 
has been placed in your hands; and I am confident that you will 
feel the inspiration of the occasion and will assume the respon- 
sibility of your position with a lofty patriotism that shall cast 
its influence along the years tc come,ever tending, to purify and 
exalt the work and the status of the legislator. 


After the President and Senate retired, Representative Richards 
was called to the chair as temporary chairman on motion of 
Rep. Robertson. W. L. Wilcox acted as interpreter and secretary 
pro tem. 

On motion the chair selected Representatives Robertson, Naone, 
and Bond as Committee on Credentials, after which the House ad- 
journed until 3.30 p. m.

The temporary chairman then requested Rep. Rycroft to take the 
chair in order to allow him to cxpress his views relating to the 
selection of officers. 

On motion, the House went into caucus todiscus: upon the merits 


and demerits of the varicus candidates for officers of the House. 


At 5.45 p m, the House resumed business. iep. Kamauoha moved

Rep. Hanuna nominated D L Naone as fpeaker of the Assembly, 
which was carricd unaimously. The Speaker-clect then made a brief 


address to the House.

Rep. Hanuna then nominated Jas. N K Keola as Clerk of the 
House, which was carried.

The S peaker appointed Reps. Robertson, Bond, and Richards as 
Committee to draft Rulesfor the House. 

On motion of Rep Robertson the Secretary was instructed to in- 
form the Senate and the President of the Republic of the organ- 
ization of the House and the election of its Officers. 

A communicetion was received from Clerk Clay of the Senate, 
informing the House that the fenate was organized and officers 
were duly elected.

The 
laws providing for the punishment of adultery and fornication and 
the Actto Mitigate the evils and diseases arising from prostitu- 
tinn, were intended to meet the object sought by the petition. 


But it is very difficult to so enforce such laws as to wholly 
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prevent prostitution. The enforcement of the "Act to Mitigate" 
comes under the duties of the Board of Health, and upon investi- 
gation the Committee are of the opinion that the provisions of 
the Act are fairl: well carried out. Laws of this nature can 
only partially reach the evil, and while they are to an exten: 
effective, much depends upon the moral sentiment of the community 

Under the circumstances as we find them we do not recom- 
mend further legislation upon the subject at present.

The report was as follows: 

" Hon D L Naone, 

Speaker house of Representatives. 

Sir:- 

Your Judiciary Co:mittee to whom was referred the petition 
of certain venders of spirituous liquors of Honolulu praying 
for compensation for losses sustained during the time of martial 
law which existed from January 7th to March I8th, I895, beg to 
report as follows: 

Your Committee find that on Jan. 7th, the several saloons in 
this city were closed by order of the Marshal for an indefinite 
time and forbidden from selling liquor. 

That on Jan 30th the saloons were permitted to open with cer- 
tain restrictions as to hours, as to the kind of liquor to be 
sold, etc., and also by paying a special police guard. 


That on March I8th all restrictions were removed. 


98 

That during the pcriod from Jan 7th to March I8th the saloons 
were at considerable expense, for license fecs, rent, wages and 
ieee: besides the loss of business. 

That during the said period from Jan 7th to March I8th, the 
holders of"Dealer's Spirit" licenses were allowed to sell liquor 
upon permits from the Marshal's Office; many of said permits 
your committee find were merely stamped with a rubber stamp and 
bear Ho signature. 

That during a part of said period said holders of dealer's 
licenseswere allowed to sell liquor in smaller quantities than 
their licenses strictly permit, thus doing business for which the 
saloon keepers are compelled to pay a license although they were 
forbidden the privilege of doing business, 

That when the saloons were opened and restricted to the Sale 
of beer, the dealers were allowed to sell strong liquors. 

That while the saloons were restricted to the sale of liquor 
to be drank only on the premises, the dealers were allowed to 
deliver large quantities about town. 

That six holders of dealer's licenses, from Jan. 7th to 30th, 
the period during which the saloons were entirely closed, sold 
about $8,300 worth of liquors, exclusive of what was shipped 
by them to the other islands. 

Your committee also find that by the terms of the salocn li- 
censes the right is reserved to close the saloons on election 
days, at the request of the Marshal, and on other occasions upon 
the request of the Minister of the Interior. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the action of the Execu- 


tive in closing the saloons and subsequently allowing them to 
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open under certain conditions is not reviewable by the Legislatu- 
re. They are also of the opinion that by the strict rules of 
law the saloon keepers have no redress in the Courts. But they 
do believe that the petitioners’ have suffered an injustice 
that deserves the consideration of the Lesislature. 

They therefore submit herewith a bill extending the existing 
retail spirit licenses for a period of two months each without 
charge to the licensees. 

Your committee are nct unmindful that the liquor business is 
of an extraordinary and , in a sense, a dangerous character; 
that those who engage in it take certain risks that other business 
men are not called upon to take; that the closing of the saloons 
during the period of excitement was for the benefit of the whole 
community, including the proprietors of the saloons; and that 
other lines of business suffered more or less. But in view of 
all the circumstances your committec feel that the petitioners 
suffered payond their share, and that the passage of the bill 
as recommended would be no more than just.

They find that the fees for the inspection of animals under 
the existing law are felt by the importers to be burdensome and 
entirely disproportionate to the time of service rendered by the 
inspectors, when the number of animals to be inspected at any one 
time is large. 

Especially is this felt to be the case, in view of the fact 
that these fees do not operate in the nature of a Customs duty 
as a Government realization. 

For the purpose of readjusting the fees and placing the matter 


on a more equitable basis as between the importers and inspectors 
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Your Committee submit herewith a substitute for Section 9 of the 
Act which has been referred to them, and have reason to believe 
that competent inspectors can be found to perform the required 
duties on the terms therein offered. 
SUBSTITUTE OFFERED BY THE COMMITEE. 

Section 9. There shall be collected from the owner or con- 
signee of animals inspected under this Act, fifty cents per 
head for all horses, mules, and cattle; ten cents per head for 
all sheep, goats, and pigs; five cents each for all other animals 
and birds; and when from the nature of the case such inspection 
shall be unusually onerous or severe, twenty five per cent. ad- 
ditional shall be paid to the inspector: . 

Provided, that the Inspector may collect double the amount of 
such fees on animals imported by any one person or consigned to 
any one agent, until the aggregate of such fees to be collected 
from such person or agent shall reach the sum of Ten Dollars 
($10) at any one inspection. 

All fees in exc:ss of Ten Dollars to be collected from any 
one person or agent, shall be collected at the rates first speci- 
fied in this section of this act. 

All fees collected shall belong to the officer making the in- 
spection and be full compensation for his services for such 
inspection. 

With these amendments your Committe: recommend that the bill 
be passed.

The undersigned, a minority cf your Judiciary Committee, 


begs leave to submit his report upon Act 16 relating to appeals 
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from decisions of District wagistrates to Circuit Judges, as 
follows: 

The bill as introduced is not well drawn, so even if the 
principle’ involved is approved by the House, several amendments 
will be necessary. 

While at first I favored the principle of the bill, upon 
further consideration I doubt the advisibility of making the 
change. | 

Previous to the reorganization of the Judiciary on January 
lst, 1893 appeslse were allowed from the District and Police 
Justices to Circuit. Judges at Chambers and further appe:ls to 
the Circuit Courts, which were then presided over by a Justice 
of the Supreme Court. 

Since the reorganization the Supreme Court Justices no longer 
go on Circuit. 

Under Chapter 109 of the laws of 1892 a Judge whose decision 
is appealed from cannot preside at the trial of the same case 
before a jury; which if a wise provision. 

In the Act row before us the difficulty is sought to be ob- 
viated by making the Circuit Judge's decision final, as to 
the facts, and in the amendment proposed by the majority of the 
Judiciary Committee by alloving the appellee the privilege of 
taking the case to the jury in spite of the appellant. 

It is probably true that previous to 1893 the law as to ap- 
peals in the class of caseg now under discussion the reorgin- 
ized system it is hardly possible to return to the old pract- 
ice. 

It is not likely that the prosecution in criminal cuses 


would often consent to a case being tried finally by a Circuit 
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Judge in vacation, but would insist upon ite going over to the 
term when a more cupable prosecuting officer would be present to 
attend to the case. 

It is also doubtful whether the proposed law would work 
well in civil cases. 

I therefore recommend that the bill be indefinitel; postponed

It being deemed wise that personal attention should 
be given the matter the undersigned was appointed as an 
agent of the Board of Health and directed to proceed to San 
Francisco thence to Victoria and secure the best results 


obtain«ble subject to certain stipulations re shipping etc. 
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Proceeding. to San Francisco I authorized Mr. Chas. T. Wilder 
Hawaiian Consul-General, to receive bids on the opium; such bids 
to be submitted to me on my return from Victoria,to which. port 
I at once proceeded. Arrived at Victoria and having placed my >: 
self in communication with R. P. Rithet, Hawaiian Consul at 
that port, and the Custom authorities, I proceeded to dispose 
of the opium; from the start I found that the California opium, 
which constituted the bulk of that in our hands being subject 
to heavy duty(U. 8. $6., B.C. $5. per#)and being of very in- 
f:rior quality was pr:ctically unsalable. 

Finally arrangc~ements were made throu:sh R.P.Rithet & Co. for 
the sale of the entire lot. The sale being made subject to 
approval of Jas. B. Castle and on 90 days oction being given 
to that effect. I would here state that the buyer was the only 
one either in San Francisco or Victoria who bid on total.
